pears to be in great need. Judge Parker charged up the whole cost 
of the Spanish war to our expense account with the Philippines, and 
exhibited a peculiar lack of information as to what had been done 
in the islands. All the men who were killed, injured, got sick or died 
in the United State? army since the beginning of the war with Spain 
he charged to Philippine account. 
It is charitable to assume as 


Mr. Root did, that these grotesque allegations were made in ignorance, 
but whether they were prompted by ignorance or mendacity they 
str'kingly demonstrate Judge P.irker's unfitness for the Presidency. 
He seems utterly unable to grasp the Philippine problem or to as- 
similate the ordinary farts relating to the American occupation of 
the islands. He seems to think the United States should have col- 
lected from the Filipinos the $20,000,000 paid Spain as an indemnity 
for the cession of the archipelago. Apparently he regards the transac- 
tion as a financial speculation on the part of the Government.

As the election of Roosevelt becomes more and more of a cer- 


tainty the money narkct becomes more buoyant and business con- 
ditions more promising. Republican success is so assured that the 
fear of Democratic ascendency exercises no disturbing influence. 
In- 


dustrial stocks a,re rising in value and money is getting easier. It is 
freely predicted by conservative men that a business boom will fol- 
low the election. This,, of course, is based on the assumption that 
Roosevelt is to succeed himself. The election of Parker woifld cause 
a business slump.

The wild geese come also an I ap- 
pear to find rich feeding grounds her--, but 
it was never known before just what they 
fed upon. 
For on the surface o" the 
-water was only the dry stalks of th< fen- 
nel pond weed. 
In his research work ]>rofo!*sor J ?pson 
pulled up several stalk* of the fennel 
pond-weed. 
At the- bottom of the stalic 
he foun-d to his surprise a great number 
of small tuhoi's. which secreted a rich, 
oily substance, somewhat like the burr- 
clover. This is what the ducks ancl wild 
geese which come to Suisun. m& rshes 
every year by the thousands havo lor 
nourishment.
